INSTALLATION 

You can connect your speaker either as one in a pair of 
speakers or as a singie speaker. For the best performance, 
we recommend you drive the speaker with a high-power 
ampiifier (at ieast 50 Watts). Radio Shack stores seii sev- 
erai suitabie ampiifiers. 

Note: Speaker wires are usuaiiy coior coded or otherwise 
marked to indicate poiarity. Be sure to connect the wire 
from the ampiifier’s -i- output to the speaker’s -i- terminai, 
and from the ampiifier’s - output to the speaker’s - termi- 
nai. If you reverse these connections, bass response is 
greatiy reduced. See your ampiifier’s manuai for speaker 
cabie recommendations. 

Connecting a Pair of Speakers 


1. Connect the ampiifier to your stereo system, as 
described in your ampiifier and stereo’s owner’s manu- 
ais. 

2. Connect one speaker cabie to the ampiifier’s ieft chan- 
nei output and another speaker cabie to the ampiifier’s 
right channei output. 

3. Strip about Vz inch of insuiation from the ends of both 
wires on each speaker cabie. 

4. Loosen the speaker’s terminai posts and insert one of 
the speaker wire’s bare ends in each hoie. Then tighten 
the terminai posts.

Then tighten the 
terminal posts.
